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Federal Adequate
Yearly Progress Rating
The No Child Left Behind Act requires the annual
determination of whether schools, districts, and
the state have made adequate yearly progress
(AYP) toward the goal of having all students meet
rigorous state academic standards by the 2013-

The description of not
meeting AYP signals that the school or district
as a whole, or one or more subgroups of
students, is not “on track” for meeting the national
goals for student achievement by the target year
of 2014. The school or district as a whole may
have strong academic performance, but the
designation may be based on a single factor or
a single subgroup.

Oregon Report Card Overall Rating
The Overall Rating is based on component ratings.
The Student Performance Rating is determined
by averaging the results of the 2001-2002 and
2002-2003 Oregon Statewide Assessments in
Reading and Math Knowledge and Skills. The
Student Behavior Rating is determined by
averaging the attendance rates for the 2001-2002
and 2002-2003 school years. The Improvement
Rating is based on changes in assessment results
and attendance rates during the last four school
years. The School Characteristics Rating is
based on participation in Oregon Statewide
Assessments during the 2002-2003 school year.

The School Characteristics Rating is based on
the percentage of students participating in 2002-
2003 Oregon Statewide Assessments in Reading
and Math Knowledge and Skills.

Attendance
If attendance rates for 2001-2002 or 2000-2001 and
2001-2002 combined is greater than or equal to the
attendance target of 92.0%, the attendance rating is Met.

With Emergency or
Provisional Credential
as of November 25, 2003
Refers to a percentage of licenses held by
teachers in the school. The emergency or
provisional licenses are a category of all
teaching licenses issued by the Teacher
Standards and Practices Commission.

Classes Taught By Teachers
Who Meet Federal Definition
of Highly Qualified Teacher
Refers to the percentage of core content
classes taught by teachers holding licenses
that meet the definition approved under the
No Child Left Behind Act. Core content classes
include English, reading/language arts,
mathematics, science, foreign languages,
social studies, and the arts. In a self-contained
classroom setting, teachers must also meet
specific licensure qualifications.
